national economy and a desire 
on the part of Laurentian 
University not to compete with 
the Science North corporate 
campaign only the foundation 
campaign got started in 1982. 
Of the twenty foundations 
approached for contributions to 



Laurentian Fund fourteen 
expressed interest and four of 
those had committed themselves 
to funding by the beginning of 
September. The boards of the 
other ten foundations will be 
meeting this Fall to consider 
their participation in the '. 
Laurentian Fund. The target 
amount exoected from the 14 



foundations is $4.5 million. 

Don Stone, Director of 
Communications, told Lambda 
that he expected the corporate 
campaign to get underway 
during this academic year as the 
economy shows signs of a 
recovery that would improve 
chances of positive responses 
from corporate donors. 
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Credit Unions Offer Best Services For Students 



A Lambda survey of the 
services and interest rates 
offered by downtown Sudbury 
financial institutions has re- 
vealed that the Sudbury Region- 
al Credit Union offers the most 
attractive package for most 
students. The Credit Union 
Branch located at 90 Larch 
Street is a two minute walk 
from the downtown bus stop 
and offers an automated teller 
service which is perhaps the 
most obvious benefit of Credit 
Union membership for students 
since none of the downtown 
chartered banks offer this 
extremely convenient service. 

Once issued a CU card and a 
Personal Identification Number 
the automated teller permits a 
member access to his/her 
savings and chequing accounts 
from 5:30 a.m. to 11:30 p.m. 
everyday of the year. The CU 
Teller permits, wthout service 
charge, withdrawal of up to 
$300.00 in one day, accepts 
deposits, transfers money be- 
tween any of your accounts and 
allows you to inquire on any of 
your savings or chequing 
accounts to find the exact 
balance. The local automatic 
teller is connected to 32 other 
locations throughout Ontario, 
any one of which may be used 
by a card holder when away 
from Sudbury. 

There are other compelling 
reasons besides competitive 
rates (see comparison of rates 
below), superior services and 
friendly staff to attract a 
student to a credit union. / 
Unlike a bank which is 
controlled by shareholders 
whose prime interest is to 
maximize profits, a credit union 
is owned, directed and control- 
led by its members - every 
depositor is a member. 

The credit union provides the 
specific services its members 
need. The credit union is an 
excellent example of how people 
can join together for their 
collective benefit. The fact that 
over 9 million Canadians belong 
to over 4,00 unions with 
combined assets exceeding 33 
billion dollars is proof of the 
success of the credit union 
movement. 

» It's also good to know that we 
can do ourselves a favour while 



also "doing justice". With the 
notable exception of the 
Toronto Dominion Bank and 
the Royal Bank (to a lesser 
degree), the major chartered 
banks have refused to stop 
loaning money to the Govern- 
ment of South Africa which 
treats the black majority of its 
own country as less than 
human, illegally occupies South 



West Africa in defiance of the 
United Nations and is busy 
funding revolution and death in 
virtually every nation with 
which it shares common, 
borders. The credit unions on 
the other hand, keep virtually 
all their assets invested in the 
economy and people of 
Canada. 
It would be my hope that the 



SGA and interested students 
could organize a campus branch 
of the regional credit union to 
replace the services lost when 
the Royal Bank abandoned the 
Laurentian Campus over a year 
ago. Until that happens, the 
Sudbury Regional Credit Union 
branch at 90 Larch Street looks 
like the best deal in banking 
services for the student, Canada 
and the Third World.

According to Mr. Stone , 
because of the delay in the 
corporate campaign the Lauren- 
tian Fund campaign will cover 
six years rather than five and 
thus has been extended to 1987. 
Mr. Stone noted that the nature 
of campaigns directed at nation- 
al corporations has changed 
over recent years. Corporations 
are more obvious in focusing 
funding on projects of self 
interest 



Mr. Stone also indicated 
during the interview that a 
"major move" and "change of 
direction" could be expected in 
the faculties of Science and 
Enginering this Fall with the 
focus being to relate much 
closer to the fields of mining 
and mineral science. Mr. Stone 
also hinted that in the faculty of 
Arts, concepts would be 
"...refined and concentrated" 
though it was "...a couple of 
months too early..." to make 
any announcements. As of 
going to press Lambda was 
unable to gain further informa- 
tion on the specifics of these 
plans which may prove to be of 
extreme significance to 
Laurentian students. 
» Lambda attempted to secure 
information on the givings to 
the Laurentian Fund of faculty 
and administrative staff but Mr. 
Stone refuses to divulge the 
figures due to an agreement of 
confidentiality with those two 
groups and stated that "...a lot 
of giving is confideniiai." 
However, Laurentian Fund 
propaganda states that the 
Board of Governors is expected 
to contribute at least $200,000, 
faculty and staff $500,000 and 
students $300,000, during the 
campaign period. SGA stu- 
dents contribute $20 each year 
or $4 for each part time course 
taken at Laurentian. According 
to an agreement between the 
Administration and the SGA 
the first $6,000 collected each 



Student Centre In Two Years ...Maybe 



During an interview with 
Lambda, Don Stone, Director 
of Communications stated that 
he belived a local corporation or 
individual would "...welcome 
putting their name on a student 
building". When asked 

whether students could expect 
to see their Campus Centre built 
within the near future, Mr. 
Stone replied that he hoped it 
would be possible to start 
construction within a couple of 
years. 

Last September, SGA 
members, having pledged $20 
per student per year for a period 
of five years, began contribut- 
ing to the Campus Centre 
account of the Laurentian 
Fund. As of the end of last 
April the Campus Centre 
account held only $48,022.00. 
Over the five year commitment 
period SGA students will 
contribute approximately 

$250,000 or one eighth, -of the 
$2,000,000 price tag for con- 
struction of the Campus Centre. 
A social, cultural and student- 
service centre; the Campus 
Centre will provide a focus for 
campus life throughout the 



year. Built within the same 
structure as the new consolidat- 
ed Library, the Campus Centre 
will contain student council 
offices and meeting rooms; 
social and recreational facilities; 
student dining and pub areas 
and a University Club for 
faculty, staff and alumni. The 
building will provide a central 
point for student services: 
boutiques, a small theatre for 
student meetings and film 
showings, reading and music 
rooms - a distinctive ambience 
for Laurentian's bilingual 
student body. 

The centre will be directly 
linked to the residence complex 
which includes integrated build- 
ings for single students, married 
students and the University 
College residence. The 

Campus Centre will be a logical 
extension of Student Street 
which now serves student needs 
With the Lambda offices, 
health centre, campus store and 
snack bar. The centre will be 
located within four hundred 
yards of the federated college 
residence, providing a central 



, point for social activities 
particularly during evening and 
weekend periods. 

The desperate need for a 
Campus Centre is underlined by 
the fact that over half of the 
university's full-time student 
body live in the six residences 
on campus. Because 

Laurentian is much more a 
residential university than any 
other Ontario university, the 
Campus Centre will play a vital 
role in providing social and 
recreational amenities for the 
large number of resident 
students. The Centre will also 
provide a gathering point where 
residents may meet and interact 

• with Laurentian students who 
live in Sudbury, whether at 
home or in rented accommo- 
dation. 



scholarships worth $1,500 each 
to be distributed through the 
Student Awards office. All 
other monies collected from 
SGA students are credited 
towards the Campus Centre. 
Members of the AEF have 
directed all of their Laurentian 
Fund contributions to social 
and cultural items of concern to 
the francophone community 
and members of ALPS have 
chosen to direct their contribu- 
tions towards library facilities 
and related equipment. In 
terms of priority, Mr. Stone 
assured Lambda that the 
Campus Centre was considered 
the third priority after the $6 
million University Library and 
about $500,000 for expanded 
computer facilities. Ongoing 
developments in the Laurentian 
Fund campaign can be best 
monitored through the SGA rep 
oil the Board of Governors.

CFS "fantastic" But Financially Unsound

"The CFS is made up of 
student politicians who don't 
know what their priorities are," 
says Martha Muzychka, a 
former representative from 
Memorial on the Canadian 
Federation of Students. 

"Even though CFS research 
staff are fantastic and do a lot 
of excellent work, there are 
many problems with the organ- 
ization," says Muzychka. 
"One is that they are not truly 
representative of Canadian 
students. Quebec students are 
just as concerned about unem- 
ployment and tuition increases 
as those in the rest of the 
country, but none of the 
universities have been asked to 
join because members of CFS 
view Quebec as an independent 
free state; and some major 
institutions such - as the 
University of Victoria have quit 
in the last year. The 

organization is also financially 
irresponsible. Both CFS and 
CUP (Canadian University 
Press) own a printing company, 
the Common Printing Group, 
but CFS owed CUP $20,000 last 
year, and as a result CUP had to 
go to a lawyer to get the debts 
recovered. They even had their 
phone service cut off a few 
months ago because the bill 
wasn't paid." 

"As well as this, CFS is not 
well organized and there is no 
focusing of energies on student 
problems. The three major 
problems to be faced by 
students are student aid, tuition 
and unemployment; but 
although they recognize these to 
be important, there is no 
concentration of efforts by the 
politicians who run CFS." 

"I'm not against a national 
student organization," 

Muzychka explained. "In fact I 
think there is a great need for 
one. But I am not in favor of 
giving three dollars from each 
student to an organization that 
is so financially unstable. I 
think we should wait until the 
mess is sorted out before we 
agree to give CFS our money." 

Deb Thiel, president of the 
CSU (Council of Student's 



Union, Memorial University) 
and a representative on the 
Central Committee of CFS says 
that the major problem with the 
organization is political in 
nature. "The country is diverse 
politically and people from each 
region have different ideas on 
how to approach issues. Also, 
when student leaders meet to 
decide how to be a pressure 
group, you get many people 
who enjoy engaging in soapbox 
politics. I don't want to be a 
part of that. I'm interested only 
in what CFS can do for MUN, 
and don't want to join if all that 



will happen is a lot of petty 
polit icing." 

Thiel is, however, in favor of 
Memorial joining the organiza- 
tion. "It offers many services 
to students such as CUTS 
Travel, an information bureau 
and SWAP, and the best thing 
is that they are owned and 
operated by students. Political- 
ly speaking, theoretically it is a 
good idea to have a national 
presence because^ such issues as 
student aid are handled by the 
federal government. CFS is 
beneficial not only because it 
allows students from univer- 



sities throughout Canada to 
communicate, but it can also 
act as a lobbying group for 
students." 
9 External Vice-President and 
Newfoundland representative, 
Tony Marx, agrees that in the 
past internal feuding has made 
the political wing largely in- 
effective, but believes that this 
has come to an end, and it will 
operate more efficiently in the 
future. "At the last general 
meeting in May people put 
personality conflicts aside, and 
real progress was made in 
concentrating on a national 



campaign to resolve problems 
facing students. At that 
meeting a full-time chairperson 
was hired so that 
communication will be im- 
proved, and continuity of 
leadership achieved." 

Marx also answered charges 
that CFS is financially unsound 

"Numerous institutions owe 
CFS money, and for this reason 
we have found it difficult to 
always pay some bills on time. 
In our next meeting in 
November we will be discussing 
how to collect outstanding fees, 
and I think that the problem of 
finances will be solved then." 



CFS-O/OFS "A dedicated, hardworking group" 



The Canadian Federation of 
Students (CFS) is a National 
Student Organization which 
concentrates upon lobbying the 
Federal government on behalf 
of students and student issues. 
It provides a forum in which 
student representatives from all 
over Canada can meet and 
exchange ideas, make others 
aware of the concerns of each 
region and get a handle on the 
full implications of each move 
or non-move by the Feds on 
student issues at a National 
level. 

There are nine staff members 
comprising researchers and 
fieldworkers and executive, all 
based in Toronto. 
Should I need information on a 
particular issue, it is to there 
people that I can turn. Should I 
have need of professional 
advice on organizing, I have 
access to a trained field worker. 
(Tim Feher) who (they assure 
me) will leap to my aid. 
Having met the staff and 
executive of the CFS-O, I must 
say that they impress me as a 
dedicated, hard-working group 
of fanatics. Just the kind of 
level-headed people, however, 
who lend an air of crdibility to 
an interest group not noted for 
its consistancy of political 
response or responsibility. 



The first question I had upon 
finding out that we give OFS 
and CFS-O $9,000 was "Who 
are these people and why are we 
giving them all this money? 
What do we get out of it?" 
The answer simply put is that 
we need a provincial lobbying 
group which can credibly speak 
on behalf of all Ontario 
students. 
These people must be backed by 



competent researchers. The 
power inherent in a fast growing 
student population has to be 
welded into a coherent tool to 
protect student interests. If we 
do not support such an 
organization, experience has 
taught us that the common 
student will be brushed aside in 
the name of bureaucratic or 
political expediency. 
You cannot form a national or 



even provincial pressure group 
at the drop of a hat in response 
to specific issues. Things move 
too fast. A group must be in 
place to anticipate as well as 
respond to student issues. 
The CFS-O is a small, under- 
funded group of dedicated 
individual trying to do just that.

Security would like to extend 
a warm welcome to new and 
returning students. Rules and 
regulations will be the same as 
last year, except that this year 
strict attention will be paid to 
the enforcement of parking 
regulations.

The Sudbury Pro-Choice 
Coalition and the Sudbury 
Women's Centre are sponsoring 
a "Pro-Choice Forum" to be 
held on September 14, 7:30 
p.m. at the Mackenzie Street 
Public Library. 

A panel will discuss the 
current situation with Morgan- 
taler, and will talk about why 
reproductive choice and the 
right to safe, legal abortions are 
important issues. 

Speakers will include Norma 
Scarborough, the President of 
the Canadian Abortion Rights 
Action League, who recently 



launched a law suit in the 
Supreme Court of Ontario 
seeking a declaration that safe, 
legal abortions are guaranteed 
to women under the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. Norma 
Scarborough has 5 children and 
6 grandchildren. 

Also speaking will be a 
member of the Sudbury and 
District Health Unit, who will 
talk about local availability of 
abortion in the Sudbury area.

Ten Reasons for Freedom of Choice 

1 . The assertion that abortion is murder 
stems from a particular religious 
dogma. There is no consensus among 
scientists, theologians, and lay people as 
to when personhood can be said to 
begin. 

2. In a democratic secular society, it is 
unthinkable that the religious beliefs of 
some be imposed by law on all. 

3. A large majority of Canadians 
support the right to legal abortion. 
Even if this were not the case, a majority 
should not have the power fo force any 
woman into motherhood against her 
will. 

4. In a humane and caring society, 
every child should be a wanted child. 

5. In general, those who support strict 
abortion laws have also opposed the 
right of men and women to contra- 
ception. 

6. At present there is no contraceptive 
that is a hundred percent safe and a 
hundred percent effective. As well, 
human beings are not infallible. Safe, 
legal abortion is essential as a back up 
for contraceptive failure and human 
error. 

7. Early abortion by a qualified 
practitioner is a safe medical proced- 
ure, at least eight times safer than 
childbirth. 

8. Harsh and repressive laws have never 
stopped abortions. They merely force 
women to seek illegal and often 
dangerous abortions. 

9. The population policies of a nation 
should not be accorded a higher priority 
than the right of a woman to govern her 
life and her fertility. 

10. The Canadian abortion law have 
been shown to be unworkable and 
unevenly and unfairly applied. 
Abortion should be removed from the 
Criminal Code so that all Canadians 
may be free to act according to their 
consciences in this most important 
matter.
